- fiwer-the Taxes aforefaid,and he is, in_every fuch Cafe, hereby direfted and required to tran{mit to the
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. Receiver or Colle&tor of the Land-Tax of the County where fuch Perfon ‘or Perfons (hall refide, a Minutein
. Writing, containing the Name or Names of the Perfon or Perfons, and of the Land, the Quantity of Acres,

and the SumTotal of the Tax thereon arifing, the Receiver or Colle&tor tranfmitting fuch Particulars, there-

to figning his Name, and exprefling the County whereof he is Receiver or Collector ; and every Receiver
 or Collettor, to whom the Particulars before-mentioned fhall be, as aforefaid, tran{mitted, fhall, and he is

hereby obliged and required forthwith to receive or levy the fame, in the Manner by the laft preceding
Claufe directed, having firft demanded the {aid Tax. And whereas it is highly juft and reafonable” that
wherever any Tenant’s Goods or Chattels fhall be diftrained for the Land-Tax, by Virtue of this A& impo-
fed, fuch Tenant fhould be impowered to indemnify himfelf againft fuch Tax " Be it Enafted, &y the Autho-
rity aforefaid, That whatever Sum or Sums of Money any Tenant fhall pay by Way of Land-Tax, by Vir-
tue of this A&, fuch Tenant fhall and may, and he is hereby authorized and impowered to retain in his own
~“Hands fuch Sum or Sums of Money, and the Cofts and Charges which may arife on any Diftrefs for the
fame, or the Value thergof, out of fuch Money.or other Effe@ts as he, {he, or they, is or are by Leafe or
other Contraét obliged to pay for the Ufe and Occupation of fuch Lands ; any Thing in fuch Leafe or other
Contra&, or herein before contained, to the contrary thereof, in any wife, notwithftanding.

LXXVI. AND beit further Enalled, by thé Authority aforefaid, That each Receiver or Colle&or of the
Land-Lax aforefaid, fhall, and he is hereby obliged, on or before the Twenty-fifth Day of Fune, and the
Twenty-fifth Day of December, in every Year, to render to the Rent-Roll-Keeper of the refpeftive Shore,
an Account of his Colle&ion of the faid Land-Tax for the preceding half Year, in fuch Manner, Method,
and Form, as he fhall be, by Writing, under the Hand of the faid Rent-Roll-Keeper, dire@ed ; and if the
faid Rent-Roll-Keeper fhall not, within Two Months after the End of this Seffion of Aflembly, deliver to
the faid Receiver or Colleor, and in Cafe of any future Appointment of a new Receiver or Colleétor,
within one Month after he fhall proceed to the Execution of his Office, deliver to fuch Receiver or Collec-
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tor fuch Direcions as aforefaid, then, and in fuch Cafes, the faid Receiver-or Colle¢tor fhall render his faid

Account, by the refpetive Times aforefaid, in the beft Method and Form he is capable of, giving the moft

clear and fatisfactory Reafons for the Non-payment of fuch Part of the faid Taxes, as he may crave to be
allowed for, that the Nature and Circum@lances of the Thing will admit of, and the fard Rent-Roll-Keeper,

upon any fuch Accounts as aforefaid, being laid before him, fhall, and he is hereby obliged,. immediately
(with the faid Receiver or Collector) to proceed to examine, adjuft, and fettle the fame, allowing him as a

Salary at the Rate of Ten Pounds per Cent. on the Sum for which he is made anfwerable on fimal Settle-.

LXXVIL. A ND be it further Enaded, That the faid Commiffioners or Truftees fhall, -out of the Monies
arifing by the faid Land-Tax, pay unto the faid Rent-Roll-Keepers refpectively, or their Order or Orders,
as a Salary for their Care and Trouble in examining, adjufting, and tranf{mitting the faid Accounts, at the
Rate of Two Pounds Ten Shillings per Cent. on the Amount of the nett Ballances thereof due to the Pro-
vince ; and in Cafe the faid Rent-Roll-Keeper, and Receiver or Colle&tor, fhould difagree about the Settle-
ment of any of the faid Accounts, then an Account ftated by the faid Rent-Roll-Keeper, in fuch Manner

LXXVIIL. AND be it further Enafled, That the faid Receivers or Colle@ors fhall, and they are hereby
obliged to deliver to the faid Rent-Roll-Keepers refpeCtively, with each and every of their Accounts afore-
faid, a clear and diftiné& Account of all Lands, with their Names and Quantities, held by Papifls, or reputed
Papifts, and by whom, within each refpective County ; which Accounts fhall by the faid Rent-Roll-Keepers
refpectively be tranfmitted to the Commiffioners or Truftees aforefaid, with the Accounts aforefaid.

LXXIX. AND be it futher Enafled, That in Cafe any Receiver or Colle&tor of the Land-Tax afore-
faid, fhall not pay the Ballance due on any of his Accounts, within the Times aforefaid, after Settlement
as aforefaid, the faid Commiffioters or Truftees are hereby ftri&tly enjoined and required immediately to put
fuch Receiver or Colle€tor’s Bond 1n Suit for the fame. And if any Rent-Roll-Keeper fhall refufe or delay,
upon any Receiver or Colletor his readering to or laying before him fuch Accounts, as aforefaid, to pro-
ceed with him on the Settlement thereof, as aforefaid, or when finally fettled, or in Cafe of Difagreement

in the Settlement, fhall negle to tranfmit fuch Accounts as aforefaid, by the Time before for that}’ur ocflc
b irected,

nd Colleftor, or Receiver, one whereof fhall remain -in the Hands of the faid Rent-Roll-Keeper,
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
